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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . This application filed under former 37 CFR 1 .62 lacks the necessary reference to 
the prior application. A statement reading "This is a divisional of Application No. 
10/235,882, filed September 5, 2002" should be entered following the title of the 
invention or as the first sentence of the specification. Also, the current status of the 
parent nonprovisional application should be included. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Shuricht 
et al. 

The method of printing time sensitive documents disclosed by Schuricht et al. 
includes all the claimed features as broadly claimed and in particular includes: (claim 
1) receiving an intended delivery location with each of a plurality of documents (column 
2, lines 55-68); determining a time required to deliver each document to the intended 
delivery location (column 3, lines 17-21); determining a desired date of receipt (column 
9, lines 64-66); printing each document to allow for the time required to deliver each 
document on the desired date of receipt (column 10. lines 4-10); (claim 2) obtaining 
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shipping data for each document and printing a shipping label for each document in-line 
with each document (column 10, lines 27-30); (claim 3) further comprising attaching a 
shipping label to the document (column 3, lines 50-55 and column 10, lines 27-30); and 
(claim 4) shipping each document all as broadly claimed.
